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Dogmatical Doctrine of the Orthodox Catholic Church 


by Fr. Vladimir René Francis Guettée 


Rene Francis Guettée was born in Blois, France, on the 1st 
of December, 1816. Having attended the usual schools and 
seminary, he was ordained in 1839 to the Priesthood of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Assigned to a small rural curacy, he 
soon found time to write his most celebrated historical nine 
volume study: ‘The History of the Church of France’’, an ex- 
cellent piece of rich scholarship based on much research, but 
due to the alleged Gallican tendencies, the whole work was 
placed on the Index of the Roman Church. In 1859 he founded 
in conjunction with Archpriest Vassilief of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church in France *'L’Union chretienne’—a journal devoted 
to the cause of reunion between the Orthodox Catholic and 
Roman Churches. Realizing the impossibility of this happen- 
ing because of the many heretical doctrines adhered to by the 
Papal Church, he made his Profession of Orthodox Faith and 
was received into true Church of Christ. Father Guettée took 
the name of Vladimir as a priest in the Orthodox Church. In 
addition to continuing the journal “L’union chretienne”’, now 
strictly from an Orthodox point of view, Father Vladimir re- 
ceived in due course a doctorate in theology for his scholarly 
labors in writing a three volume work on the Jesuits, a book 
on the pretensions of the Papacy, as well as the book now being 
in part presented here in “One Church”: “An Exposition of 
the Doctrine of the Orthodox Catholic Church, together with 
a Review of the Differences in the other Christian Churches” 
(published in 1866). Father Vladimir passed on to his eternal 
reward in 1892, but his labors on behalf of Orthodoxy will 
long be remembered! Memory Eternal! 


Il 
THE INCARNATION 


The second part of the Creed refers to the Son, wha 
incarnated, or became man, for the regeneration of 
humanity and its redemption through the sacrifice of 
Himself. 

God has one Son, His Word, the eternal expression 
of His Essence, begotten of Him before all time. The 
Word is one, It came before all time from the Cause, 
or the Father, through the action which is called birth. 
This action was before all time, that is before the crea- 
tion of the series of consecutive phenomena, which we 
call time, and before the creation of beings, whose 
existence is conditioned by time. Consequently, the 
Father never was without the Son, otherwise there 
would be a point at which began the existence of the 
Son: He would enter the ranks of created beings and 
eternity itself would become limited, which is impos- 
sible, as it contains its own negation. 

And so, the Word is the eternal expression of the 
eternal Cause: Light of Light, Very God of Very God; 
begotten, not made; of one Essence with the Father. 
If the Word did not have the same Essence as the 
Father it would be. something created. Even if we were 
to suppose with the followers of Arius that His nature 
was of a similar Essence as the Father, the Word would 


still be a created being. Because in this case, t'xe Word 
would receive His being not threug! a birth | 2fore all! 
time, but through an acticn not incispensabk in God, 
an outside action, that is through creatior. Conse- 
quently, either the Son has the same Essen2 as the 
Father through a necessary birth be‘ore all tin:2, or else 
He is a created God, in which case w= must ack 1o~ledge 
the existence of two Gods, one cf which is th = creator 
of the other,—a perfectly monstrous idea. 

At the creation of the limit:d beings, Cd acted 
through His Word. And so it is from the V. ord that 
all the creatures which make up the visible and the 
invisible world, have received their being. 

For the salvation and the regeneration of the human 
race the Son came down from heaven, that is manifested 
Himself in the earthly world, outside of the invisible 
world. He became man, that is He identified Himself 
with a human creature, in its completeness, which 
through this identification became a Divine Person 
together with Him and is called Jesus Christ. 


The name Jesus means Saviour, as He came to save 
humanity. He was Christos, or the Anointed, as it was 
for Him to accomplish the great task of the regenera- 
tion of humanity. In Jesus Christ both the human and 
the divine natures are perfect, but altogether different. 
The characteristics of the one cannot be ascribed to the 
other; but all the qualities of both these natures must 
be ascribed to the Person, which is one. Consequently, 
in Jesus Christ there are two wills, one divine and the 
other human, as also there are two activities; but in 
Him, both the human will and the human activity 
subject to the divine will and the divine activity. 


The body of Jesus Christ was not formed according 
to laws in which the fallen humanity is born, and Jesus 
Christ was free from the original sin. The Holy Spirit 
formed His body in a Virgin whose name was Mary. 
In this way the Word became man by an special divine 
action. Mary was a virgin before, during and after the 
birth of Christ, which was miraculous as well as His 
conception. 


Differences between the Christian Churches 
concerning the Dogma of the Incarnation 


Many Protestants of our time accept together with 
the Socinians no divine nature at all in Jesus Christ, 
seeing in Him but a man, gifted with exceptional 
qualities by God. But a man cannot fall into such an 
error without rejecting the Scriptures, which, however, 
the Protestants claim to be the foundation of their 
belief. The Scriptures positively say: “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God . . . and the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us” (St. John I., 1, 14); “I and my Father 
are one” (St. John X., 30); “He that hath seen me hath 
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seen the Father, I am in the Father and the Father in 
me” (St. John, XIV., 9, 11). 

The ancient Protestants as well as all the other com- 
munities agree with the Eastern Church concerning the 
dogma of the Incarnation. 

However, the modern Roman Church partly goes 
against this dogma by worshiping the sacred heart of 
Jesus. And truly we must only worship the divine 
Person of Jesus Christ; this worship is addressed to this 
human nature only because the latter in the Person of 
Jesus Christ is made one with Divinity. And so, the 
human nature of Christ taken separately ought not to 
be worshipped, and still_less a separate part of His body. 
Formerly the Roman Church used to account for this 
worship by saying that it referred to the Person of 
Jesus Christ; but now, most of its theologians teach, 
with its approval, that the heart of Jesus in itself is an 
object of worship. 

The Protestants do not completely accept the name 
of the Virgin given to Mary in the Creed. They think 
that Mary had other children. But by so doing they 
break their own fundamental rule of accepting only 
what they find in the Scriptures. The Scriptures do not 
mention any other children of Mary. But whenever 
they mention the brothers of Jesus they explain at the 
same time that these are the children of another Mary, 
the wife of Cleopus. According to the sacred writings, 
Mary, wife of Cleopus, was the sister of Virgin Mary, 
and her children were the cousins of Jesus Christ. And 
it was customary in antiquity to give the name of 
brothers to the cousins. 

The Eastern Church believes with the primitive 
Church that the mother of Jesus Christ was a Virgin 
before, during and after the divine birth of Jesus 
Christ, as also at His conception. 


IV. 


THE REDEMPTION 


After having taught the truth to men, Jesus Christ 
desired to sacrifice humanity in his Person, delivering 
unto death His human nature, in order to give by so 
doing the life of resurrection and regeneration to the 
human race. He was crucified on a cross, thus dying the 
death of criminals, because He took the crime of the 
human race on Himself. He died for humanity, in order 
to redeem it, to save it, to earn for it the life eternal. 
Only through Jesus Christ, the only Redeemer, the 
only Reconciler, can we find justification. Only in 
Him, that is made one with Him by faith, can we be 
justified. 

But in order that faith could make us one with 
Jesus Christ, it must be true, that is, it must give us 
the impulse to fulfill His commandments, or practice 
the virtues He commanded to us. 

The good deeds in themselves do not have the power 
to justify us. But they are the inevitable result of the 
true faith, and it is this faith, manifest in our deeds, 
which makes us one with the Redeemer, who justifies 


us. 

The faith which gives us the impetus for good is a 
gift of God and was earned for us by Jesus Christ. 
Consequently, everything good in us comes from the 


grace of God in Jesus Christ, and without this grace 
we can accomplish nothing good or useful for our 
salvation. 

Since the fall, our nature is more inclined towards 
the evil than towards the good. The grace of God alone 
by endowing us with a greater love of good, re-es 
tablishes our free will in the condition in which good 
deeds become possible for us. 

Consequently, when we invoke the Holy Virgin and 
the saints we merely ask them to intercede for us 
before God that He should grant us the grace and 
justification, earned for us by Jesus Christ, but do not 
by any means take them personally to be our reconcil- 
ators with God. 

Jesus Christ was crucified at the time when Pontius 
Pilate was the governor of Judea, and Tiberius was the 
Roman emperor. 

However, men knew about the future coming of 
Jesus Christ long before this, because ever since the 
beginning of the human race this coming was 
announced by the divine revelation. As owing to the 
errors into which humanity had fallen the original 
revelation was darkened, God chose the people of 
Israel and entrusted them especially with remembering 
the promised coming of the Anointed of God, or the 
Messiah, and also with announcing Him to the rest 
of humanity. Through Moses this people had received 
the order and the ritual of the divine service, the object 
of which was to remind men of the promise. These 
people have had prophets who foretold all the circum- 
stances in the life of the Messiah and especially the 
cruelty of the people of Israel, who will deliver unto 
death Him, who will be sent for the salvation of the 
world. 

Jesus Christ fulfilled all the prophesies by His life. 
His suffering, His death and His resurrection, which 
took place on the third day “according to the 
Scriptures.” 

And so Jesus Christ was the central point of the 
faith from the beginning of the world. Expected as the 
Messiah, adored as the Saviour, He is the origin of 
salvation for all men and in them alone we can find 
truth and grace. The dogmatical and the moral founda- 
tion of the original and the Jewish faiths, which was 
true, coming from God as it did, has been preserved by 
Jesus Christ, and the metaphorical rites, established to 
remind the people about His promised coming He 
replaced by actuality. Thus from the beginning of the 
world there was one faith only, one Saviour and 
Redeemer, and the Christian faith is but the original 
and Jewish faiths made complete and clear. 

After His resurrection Jesus Christ left the visible 
world and returned into the invisible. The Word, in 
its very humanity personally united with Him forever, 
has an equal power with the Father, which is indicated 
by the words “sitteth at the right hand of the Father.” 


* The humanity of Jesus Christ is not of the same 


Essence with the Father, but by becoming united with 
the Word it also become united with this Essence and 
represents in God the whole regenerated human race. 

The Word, clothed in humanity, will again appear 
to the world. He will judge human beings who lived 
from the beginning of the world. The good and the 
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wicked will receive their final decree. Jesus Christ will 
become the King over the human race for all eternity. 
And the humanity separated into the chosen and the 
rejected will live an immortal life in the conditions 
appointed for them by the Supreme Judge. 

The visible world will be destroyed and the earth 


will be consumed by fire (2 Peter, 3, 12). 


The differences between the Christian Churches 
concerning the dogma of the Redemption. 


Until quite recently the Roman Church shared the 
views of the Eastern Church concerning the dogma of 
the Redemption. But at present there is a good deal of 
uncertainty in its teachings. Some theologians keep to 
the old beliefs, others have introduced innovations. In 
as far as one can judge, the latter have the upper hand 
and their doctrines are in better accord with the 
meaning of the Papal Bulls: so it may be taken for the 
doctrine of the Roman Church. 

The chief differences of this teaching from the 
teachings of the Eastern Church, as well as from the 
Latin Church of antiquity, consists of the following: 
1) Our deeds put down the foundation of our justifica- 
tion, because by them we earn the initial grace. Ergo, 
we owe our justification to our own initiative, and not 
to the grace of God, which is granted to us through the 
service of Jesus Christ. 

This opinion would seem to be something like 
pelagianism, but it is founded on the Papal Bull 
“Unigenitus”, which is accepted in the Roman Church 
fora rule of faith. 

2) The Saints had abundant merits, which form a 
treasury, the distribution of which has been given over 
to the Pope and out of which he gives to the living and 
to the dead, according to his own notion, by means of 
indulgences. 

This idea of indulgences, rounded on the abundant 
merits of the Saints, contradicts a fundamental 
ecumenical principle, that before God no one has any 
merit of his own and that the so-called merit of man 
is properly speaking the merit of Jesus Christ granted 
to the man and through which the man receives salva- 
tion. 

3) The Holy Virgin Mary was outside of humanity, 
as she was conceived without the original sin. She 
helped our redemption; she is a reconciler just as Jesus 
Christ is a reconciler; she is the completion of the 
Holy Trinity. 

These errors, striking in their obviousness, have now 
become a part of the general doctrine of the Roman 
Church, as it can be seen in the books of which it 
approves the most. 

Consequently the Roman Church has wandered away 
from the true teaching of the Redemption, which con- 
sists of the following: 1) that Jesus Christ is the only 
Reconciler, 2) that He was the Redeemer of humanity, 
without any reservations; 3) that we are justified by 
our becoming one with Jesus Christ in faith; 4) that 
both the initiative and the completion of our salvation 
we owe to the grace of God, which is given to us; 
5) that our merits are merely the gifts of God, or the 
merit of Jesus Christ which God adds into us; and that 
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consequently the supposed treasury of the abundant 
merits is no more than an erratic dream. 

The Anglican Church confesses a doctrine concerning 
the redemption and the justification, which agrees with 
the doctrine of the Eastern Church, as it can be seen 
from the IX, X, XI, XIII, XIV and XV Articles of 
Religion, the ones completing the others; in them is 
fully expressed this Church's teaching, concerning the 
justification by faith, and the works which are born of 
the faith and without which the faith would remain 
dead and could not justify us. 

In many of the Protestant theologians we meet with 
exaggerated notions of the justification by faith without 
works. But on closer investigation of their general 
teaching we find that it is not the contemplative, but 
the active faith, that is the faith which gives birth to 
good works, that they take for the justifying faith. 

The Protestant teaching understood in this way is 
very near the teaching of the Orthodox Church. As to 
the exaggerations of some Protestant theologians they 
can be explained by their desire to reject the opposite 
exaggerations of the theologians of Rome.

MOSCOW, July 5th. The journal of the Moscow Pat- 
riarchate has characterized an editorial printed by Amer- 
ican protestant Episcopal journal, Living Church, concern- 
ing the Russian Orthodox Church as “ta bucket of filth.” 

The Moscow journal sharply rebuked the American Epis- 
copal organ, charging it with a lack of good-will in pub- 
lishing an editorial in its December issue immediately fol- 
lowing the publication of a statement by Bishop Makarii 
concerning the position of the Russian Orthodox Church 
in North America. 

“The article is full of completely unfounded rebukes of 
official Episcopal Church opinion regarding our Russian 
Orthodox Church” the Moscow journal said. 

“The article unsuccessfully tries to insult the Patriarch 
Alexei and all the patriarchs of other Orthodox Churches.” 

The chief criticism of the Living Church editorial was 
its contention that Three Russian Orthodox Churches—The 
Moscow Orthodox Church and two dissident sects—were on 
the same plane. “The Episcopal Church in the United 
States knows very well that the Mother Church in Russia 
is the true Church” the Moscow journal said. 


How it was in reality: 


A MISUNDERSTANDING 
(by Archpriest G. Razumovsky ) 


In the December number of the American journal, 
The Living Church, published by the Episcopal 
Church of America, appears an article by His Grace, 
Archbishop Makary, Exarch of the Moscow Patriarch 
in North America, under the heading, “The Russian 
Church and Her American Branch.” 

The article appeared as a reply to an earlier pub- 
lished article by Mr. Arkush, secular representative of 
the Russian Orthodox Diocese in North America under 
Metropolitan Theophilus. Metropolitan Theophilus is 
due to appear before the court of the Mother Church 
for having caused a schism and for non-fulfillment of 
the resolutions of the Cleveland Sobor of 1946. 

The publishers of The Living Church could not 
refuse to print Archbishop Makary’s article, although 
it was very distasteful for them. But, following this 
“politeness,” they went on to express what is scarcely 
good will. In the same number, following the article 
by Archbishop Makary, we read an editorial entitled 
“The Russian Church in America.” This article un- 
fortunately is full of quite unjust reproaches addressed 


to our Russian Orthodox Church by official representa- 
tives of the Episcopal Church. The editorial tries un- 
successfully to insult both His Holiness Patriarch Alexis 
and all the Patriarchs of the other Orthodox Churches. 

In order to understand the reasons for an action so 
far removed from Christian love, we present a few ex- 
cerpts from the article by Archbishop Makary. In them 
is refuted the old slander against the Russian Church, 
and disclosed the falseness of all grounds for schism 
on the part of Metropolitan Theophilus, who enjoys the 
favorable sponsorship of the Episcopal Church in 
America. 

Here is the first of these facts—when five well-known 
theological professors gave to Metropolitan Theophilus, 
on the eve (October, 1946) of the Cleveland Sobor, 
friendly counsel, somewhat on the order of “‘experts’’: 

“For the Russian Orthodox Church in America 
the most natural way of such re-establishment (of 
canonical legality) is the return to canonical sub- 
mission to the Mother Russian Church. . . . Such 
a return seems possible after the Russian Sobor 
of 1945, and after Patriarch Alexis’ Decree No. 94 
concerning the order of re-establishment of canon- 
ical ties between the Patriarchate and the Russian 
Orthodox Church in America’. 

As is known, this counsel was rejected by Metropolitan 
Theophilus, and he did not agree to canonical connec- 
tion with the Mother Church. 

Archbishop Makary compares the position of the 
Church of Christ in all centuries with the current 
position of the Russian Orthodox Church, and exposes 
the evil evasiveness of the American schismatics who 
cast doubt on the authenticity of the Mother Church 
in order to decline obedience to Her: 

“How has the Christian Church continued and 
survived in her purity,” asks Archbishop Makary, 
“amidst ever-changing political regimes, some of 
them antagonistic to her very existence ?”’ 

“Let us remember that the Apostle Paul wrote 
his Epistles from prison, but his spiritual children 
obeyed him, did not reject him because of the 
weight of his chains, and did not request autonomy 
from him, let alone on their own terms. In the 
times of Nero and Diocletian the Holy Church, 
which prayed for her persecutors, cannot be said 
to have enjoyed great freedom. The Third French 
Republic turned Abbeys into Night-Clubs, closed 
monasteries, and ejected the monks out of its 
borders; yet the Pope retained a legate to the 
godless French government.” 

“Moreover, on February 11th, 1929, the Vati- 
can signed the Lateran Concordat with Mussolini's 
Fascist Government in the terms of which every 
bishop, in taking possession of his diocese, gave 
an oath of fealty to fascism. Yet the Roman 
Catholics of the whole world remained in com- 
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plete submission to their “infallible Pontiff’, and 
none of the Roman Catholic prelates criticized the 
Pope or endeavored to gain ‘autonomous’ advan- 
tages or special privileges.” 

As an example, we quote from Article 20 of 
the Lateran Concordat: 

“All bishops, before taking possession of their 
dioceses will take an oath of fealty to the Head 
of the State, according to the following formula: 
Before God and His Holy Gospel I swear and 
promise to respect, and to make respected by my 
clergy, the King and the Government established 
according to the Constitutional (Fascist) laws of 
the State. Further I swear and promise not to 
take part in any agreement, nor to be present at 
any meeting, which injure the Italian State and 
public order, and that I will not permit my clergy 
to do so. Desirous of promoting the welfare and 
the interests of the Italian (Fascist) State I will 
seek to avoid any course that may injure it.” 

“Lastly, for five hundred years, the Ecumenical 
Patriarchs have lived under the rule of the non- 
Christian Turkish power, and are Turkish subjects 
to the present time. But never has this had any 
effect on the honor of the “first among the Ortho- 
dox Patriarchs’, and it was never an obstacle to 
the canonical obedience to him of his foreign 
flock.”’ 

Such irrefutable arguments against Metropolitan 
Theophilus did not please the publishers of the jour- 
nal, The Living Church, because all of this strikes 
from the hands of the politically-minded part of the 
Episcopalians the instrument through which they would 
like to assimilate the Russian Orthodox in America. 

We have no intention of accusing with ill-will to 
our Church either the leadership of the Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. or the regular clergy, and cer- 
tainly not the believing laity. The friendly relations 
between our Churches are unshakeable. And may this 
article of ours be simply a signal for the leadership of 
the Episcopal Church. It must be attentive and vigilant 
against all efforts to cast a shadow on our relationships 
on the part of the politically-minded lay group of per- 
haps not even churchly people. More briefly, we do not 
believe that such an article was approved by the leader- 
ship of the Episcopal Church. And, if we respond, it is 
only for the purpose of exposing the wiles of the pub- 
lishers of the weekly The Living Church and removing 
temptation from its readers. 

Let us continue. In the first part of its editorial 
entitled ‘“The Russian Church in America,” The Liv- 
ing Church begins with an unworthy attempt to 
arouse doubt as to the canonicity of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Mother Church. The editorial considers Her to 
be one of three Russian groups (including Metropolitan 
Theophilus and the Karlovtsy Synod), and pretends 
not to know which is the true Church. Your step here 
is too risky, honored editors! The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States knows very well that the 
Mother Orthodox Church in Russia is the true Church 
and that the groups of Metropolitan Theophilus and 
Metropolitan Anastassy are schismatic communities, 
whose leaders are suspended. Otherwise, all the other 
Orthodox Patriarchs of the East and of Europe would 


not be in canonical brotherly relations with our Church; 
they would not have been present at the election and 
enthronement of the Moscow Patriarch and they would 
not have participated in the celebrations in Moscow in 
1948. Furthermore, the Episcopal Church in America, 
providing loving asylum to Russian Orthodox and to 
Metropolitan Theophilus, on several occasions, both 
through Bishop Manning and through Presiding Bishop 
Tucker, expressed a desire to send a delegation to Russia, 
to the Patriarch of Moscow, for the solution of many 
questions on mutual relations of the two Churches. 
Furthermore, even the World Council of Churches (in 
which the Episcopal Church participates), understands 
this question perfectly well, since it does not now con- 
fuse Russian schismatics with the true Russian Church, 
and since it invites Metropolitan Theophilus to confer- 
ence only as a consultant. And if Russian schismatic 
professors in the emigration attended at Amsterdam, 
that was only as representatives of the Constantinopoli- 
tan Patriarchate. 

Your unworthy effort, Honorable Publishers, thus 
casts doubt upon the correctness of the relationships 
to our Church of all the other Orthodox Patriarchs and 
of the World Council of Churches. Is this not an 
insult ? 

You pervert the good-will of the Episcopal Church, 
which has expressed itself in helping to open Saint 
Vladimir's Orthodox Academy. We hope that from its 
walls there will emerge Orthodox pastors. You count 
only on receiving clergy “with American education.” 
However, we believe in the invincibility of the Church 
of Christ and hope that these students will remain far 
from those evil attitudes which are habitual for the 
enemies of every Christian Church. It seems to us that 
these new clergy will not consider it as ‘‘a friendly 
gesture” the action of publishing in the magazine a 
refutation of a friendly representative of the true 
Church, and then pouring out upon that Church a bucket 
of mud. May God spare them from that sort of “Ameri- 
can” education. 

You protest against the Moscow Conference's con- 
sideration of the question of Anglican orders. Please 
note that this question was placed before the Russian 
Church by the Anglican Church itself, and brought to 
the consideration of the Moscow Conference after His 
Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury had been informed. 
Our friendly relations with the Anglican Church, so 
long as they do not go beyond the bounds of Church 
interests, cannot be shaken. The newspaper The 
Church Times, in No. 4465, 3d September, 1948, 
emphasized a certain satisfaction with the resolutions 
of our Conference. “An indication most worthy of 
attention is the undoubted sincerity of the tone taken 
with reference to the Anglican Communion—a fact of 
great importance in light of the controversies between 
the British and the Russian governments— . . . is that 
the resolution . . . leave open the door for further 
study of Anglican doctrine on the part of responsible 
authorities.” 

Before reproaching the Moscow Conference for 
would-be hardness of the Resolution on the ecumenical 
question, we would advise the publishers to acquaint 
themselves carefully with the resolution and the report 
of the Russian Orthodox Church, and ten iake their 
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comments. Both these documents were politely trans- 
mitted by us to Presiding Bishop Sherrill. 

In the Declaration released after the close of the 
Moscow Conference, the heads of the Churches note 
with sorrow that the inciters to a new war are men of 
the Roman Catholic and Protestant world. Is this an 
untruth? Can one take offense because in one sentence 
are included the personification of two religious systems 
—"the fortress of Roman Catholicism, the Vatican; and 
the nest (i.e. bosom of the Church) of Protestantism, 
America’—if belonging to either the one or the other 
confession is no guarantee of a peace-making spirit? 

The rules of primitive decency demand the observ- 
ance of certain considerations of time for the publication 
of documents which might be shocking to friendly per- 
sons. Twenty years have now passed since there appeared 
in the American press information which was unfavor- 
able for Russian Orthodoxy regarding certain acts of 
certain personalities in Protestant Episcopal circles. 
Now we may publish this. It was in 1928, when the 
founder of schism, Metropolitan Platon, was at the 
head of the Russian diocese in the U.S.A. This is 
what the Karlovtsy organ, Faith and Truth, in No. 51, 
then wrote: 

“In the Russian paper, Friend of the Peo- 
ple, published in Edmonton, in Canada, No. 
23, 1928, the background for the newly born 
(according to its expression, ‘in great pain, in 
secret and in mystery’) independent American 
Orthodox Church was described as follows: 
‘Rumors have long been repeated that a conspiracy 
is being prepared against the Russian Orthodox 
Church in America and Canada, even before the 
time when the Metropolitan of Odessa, Platon, 
suddenly appeared in America, presumably on a 
visit.’ Already in 1923, before the calling of the 
Detroit Congress, it was possible to see that 
treachery was in the making. Out of the chan- 
cellery of the Protestant Episcopal consistory there 
was sent to Protestant pastors a circular in which, 
with his official signature, the Reverend Burgess, 
Secretary of the Foreign Department of the con- 
sistory, appealed to the Protestant clergy to collect 
money for the holding of this Congress, for the 
reasons that ‘the time has come’, as is written in 
the circular, ‘now, finally, to approach the realiza- 
tion of our (i.e. Protestant) dreams, the Protes- 
tantization of the Russian Church, the transfer 
from the Slavonic liturgical language to English, 
and the complete assimilation of the Russian 
people, for which tasks Metropolitan Platon is 
fully suited and because of this, Metropolitan 
Platon has (in the original, ‘enjoys’) our full 
confidence.’ ”’ 

This letter of the Reverend Thomas Burgess was trans- 
lated into Russian and published in the papers, Prikar- 
patskaya Russ, Sviet, etc. 

In this way the secret began to creep out. The Con- 
gress at Detroit took place, of course, in a Protestant 
Episcopal Church, the delegates received money for the 
journey from the Protestant consistory. 

In the Minutes of the Congress, published as a book- 
let, it is clearly stated that the Russian Church had 
become a stepmother, “and that that stepmother” had 


suspended Metropolitan Platon. In view of this (in 
spite of protests at the Congress) the break with the 
Russian Church was decided, and the American Church 
declared itself independent and separate, or autonomous, 
to be administered by the independent Metropolitan 
Platon; and if Patriarch Tikhon, or any other Eastern 
Patriarch, should think to suspend or recall him from 
America, then Metropolitan Platon should not submit 
to such instructions, since he has nothing in common 
with any of them.” 

Thus was born the autonomy of the American Ortho- 
dox Church, “in great pain, in secret and in mystery.” 

Do you think, you who rule the thinking of the 
Church public of America, that it was pleasant for the 
Russian Orthodox Church to read that article? Our 
Church awaited a refutation of this article by friendly 
publishers, but such a refutation never reached us. But 
both then and now the Russian Orthodox Church did 
not believe that there was ill-will in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. It did not believe that the Church 
could act thus, And our Church finally discarded 
all unpleasant thoughts after Russian Archbiishop 
Alexei visited America and received assurances from 
Bishop Tucker that the Protestant Episcopal Church 
would facilitate by all means at its disposal the liquida- 
tion of the Russian schism in America (Metropolitan 
Theophilus). Now also we remain quite calm, in spite 
of the unheard-of untruth cast upon the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church in the editorial to which we have referred. 

None the less, with all our friendliness, permit us 
to emphasize all the departures from the rules of 
“American education” in those sentences of the article 
where all the blame is laid on the Moscow Patriarchate. 
The editorial says, ‘The most charitable thing that we 
can say about the message of the Moscow Orthodox 
Conference is that it emanates from a Church that is 
so circumscribed by a totalitarian government that it 
is neither free to make an independent judgment nor 
has the facilities to make an objective analysis.” A 
little earlier is a phrase which also gives evidence only 
of the helpless irritableness of the authors: ‘the Ortho- 
dox Conference, held in Moscow, under the Presidency 
of the Patriarch, in July of this year, took a most critical 
attitude toward the West in general and America in 
particular.” 

Why should they get so uncontrollably angry? Before 
writing a comment on the Moscow Conference, one 
should read its reports and resolutions. And we espe- 
cially insist on this. The English Church, in the 
same issue of The Church Times, recognized that, for 
instance, the refusal to participate in the Amsterdam 
Assembly was based on motives of theological character. 
There could not be other motives, either, for the resolu- 
tion on Anglican Orders. Besides, both the resolutions 
of the Conference and the “Declaration” adopted at 
the conclusion of the Conference were discussed, altered, 
corrected, accepted and signed by all the participants— 
Heads of Orthodox Churches. The draft of the ‘Dec- 
laration” was written by the Head of the Bulgarian 
Church, whom no one could possible suspect of anti- 
Protestantism or anti-ecumenism. Why then blame the 
“voice of the Moscow Patriarch”? Would not that 
mean that the entire Conference could have been lacking 
in freedom in making decisions? 
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At the Amsterdam Assembly, which expressed judg- 
ment on both capitalism and communism, the represen- 
tatives of the Protestant Episcopal Church themselves 
must have heard the long speech of Professor Joseph 
Hromadka. The Professor noted the decline of the 
West, the end of its self-sufficient role, the beginning of 
dawn from the East, and the helplessness of cap:talism. 
For more than ten years America [’stened at home :o 
lectures by this professor and knows him. Perhaps he 
and the whole Amsterdam Assembly would no: have 
been free in their decisions, if they had undertaken io 
express condemnation of capitalism. 

It seems to us that you the publishers, are chiefly 
angry that the government of our country not only 
provided the possibility of realizing this Church Confer- 
ence of the Heads and representatives of Orthodox 
autocephalous Churches of the world, but expressed to 
them through G. G. Karpoff the government's greetings 
and best wishes for success in discussing church ques- 
tions. You did not expect such a world triumph of 
Orthodoxy, which, for hundreds of years, had been 
unable to realize such a thing. 

Unfortunately, we still fail to see in the circles of 
Church and theological opinion under your influence 
that interest in the essence of Russian Orthodoxy about 
which you talk a great deal only when you want to have 
Russian delegates at ecumenical assemblies, where these 
delegates are condemned in advance to silence. Why, 
when you now have in hand our reports and resolutions, 
do you maintain silence about them? In them indeed 
there is presented the authentic Orthodox view on 
modern, every-day problems. It is hard for you to go 
against the truth. 


Permit us to consider the unsuccessful statement of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church weekly in America as 
a sad misunderstanding. There is not and there will 
not be a controversy between Protestant Episcopalians 
and Russian Orthodoxy. Our Church will never speak 
out in dispute about questions which are outside Church 
limits. Our Church is always ready to enter friendly 
discussion with any Christian confession on questions 


of faith.

A MISUNDERSTANDING? 
(Editors’ Comment ) 


When in December of 1948 the “Living Church” 
published an article by Archbishop Makary on ‘The 
Russian Church and Her American Branch’’ (this article 
was also published in our journal in its November 1948 
issue), it was an answer to an article written previously 
by Ralph Montgomery Arkush, legal representative 
for the schismatic Theophilite Church. Together 
with Archbishop Makary’s. article the editors of the 
“Living Church” saw fit to write an editorial in which 
they stated their sympathy for the stand taken by Arkush 
in preference to that of the Moscow Exarch. The fol- 
lowing article by Archpriest G. Razumovsky is an an- 
swer to this editorial. The “Living Church” in the Oc- 
tober 23rd issue took notice of this reply and further 
commented on the whole affair. It is not the intention

of the Editors of this magazine to continue the contro- 
versy but we cannot refrain from making certain obser- 
vations about this latest editorial. 

In general it is written in a conciliatory tone. The 
editorial expresses pleasure that the Journal of the Mos- 
cow Patriarchate has officially taken notice of the rela- 
tionship between the Protestant Episcopal Church and 
the Russian Orthodox Church and expresses the hope 
that further study of this relationship (such as it is) 
will prove feasible. The "Living Church” protests that 
she is not an official organ of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church (quite correctly) and also attempts to maintain 
that the “Living Church” has also defended the Patri- 
archal Church in this country by citing the instance of 
her publishing of the official protest to the Pope by the 
Hierarchy of the Russian Orthodox Church in America 
concerning the slanderous and malicious attack on the 
integrity of Metropolitan Gregory of Leningrad by the 
well known Roman propagandist, Monsignor Fulton J. 
Sheen. We cannot refrain from remarking in connec- 
tion with the latter point that the “Living Church” has 
on other occasions published seemingly authoritative 
articles by Ralph Arkush which were anti-Patriarchal in 
tone and that furthermore the news dispatches to be 
found in the columns of the magazine, were as a rule, 
unfriendly to the Moscow Patriarchate when dealing 
with the question of reconciliation of various Russian 
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Schismatic groups with the Mother Church. But we 
pass over this. ap 

The main point in Archpriest Razumovsky’s article is 
ignored in the editorial of October 23rd. Apparently, 
even now, the “Living Church’ recognizes the Russian 
Orthodox Church in America in communion with the 
Patriarch of Moscow as but one part of the “Russian 
Orthodox Church” and that in their eyes the ecclesias- 
tical organizations headed respectively by Metropolitan 
Theophilus and Archbishop Vitaly comprise equally 
valid “branches” of the Russian Orthodox Church. Pos- 
sibly this is an extension of typically Anglican thinking 
concerning the famous “branch theory” of the Catholic 
Church. According to this famous theory held by many 
Anglicans today, the true Catholic Church of Christ is 
composed of the Roman, Greek, and Anglican churches 
(to use their own terminology). This theory, unfortu- 
nately for Episcopalians, is rejected absolutely by two of 
the three alleged branches of the Catholic Church. Or- 
thodoxy and Rome are one in denying the claim of the 
Anglican Church to be a part of the true Church of 
Christ. There is only one living organism which is the 
true Catholic Church and for the Orthodox Catholic 
it is, of course, the One, Holy, Catholic, Apostolic, Or- 
thodox Church. So the parallel seems to follow. Ac- 
cording to Anglican reasoning apparently all three 
Russian church groups in this country are equally parts 
of the Russian Orthodox Church, just as there are three 


parts of the Catholic Church. But, in fact, there is but 
one true Russian Orthodox Church—namely that juris- 
diction which is headed by His Eminence, Archbishop 
Makary, Exarch of the Moscow Patriarchate in North 
and South America. Metropolitan Theophilus is in an 
impossible canonical position. He has been suspended 
by the Patriarch of Moscow and admits no one as his 
ecclesiastical superior. Archbishop Vitaly, though under 
a higher spiritual authority (the Munich Synod) cannot 
claim to be in communion with the Orthodox Church 
since the Munich Synod is not recognized by any Ortho- 
dox Patriarch or autocephalous Orthodox Church. 

These are the facts which the “Living Church’’ re- 
fuses to recognize. It is not for us to reason why such 
is the case although certain incidents that have happened 
since the letter cited by Archpriest Razumovsky might 
seem to indicate that at least some Episcopalians may 
still entertain the ideas and hopes expressed by the Rev- 
erend Burgess. Let us hope that we are mistaken. In 
any case, together with Archpriest Razumovsky, we are 
willing to regard this whole affair as a sad misunder- 
standing, and we share the belief of the “Living 
Church” that we are in desperate need of “mutual un- 
derstanding, wholesome respect, and common loyalty 
to the cause of Christ.” 

We may hope, then, that in the future the good will 
of the “Living Church” will be shown not only theo- 
retically but practically, not only in words but in deeds. 





A Pathetic 


In the History of the 


Probably there will never be written a book that 
with complete accuracy and impartiality describes the 
rise and fall of the Old Catholic movement. If any 
proof for this statement is necessary, one needs only 
to point to the latest effort* to do so by a well-known 
clergyman of the Church of England and an acknowl- 
edged authority on the history of Old Catholicism. Not 
that there is not much that is valuable and interesting, 
there is; but so much of the book is based on older 
sources (in the case of almost the first half of the 
book, on the volume by John Mason Neale “History of 
the So-Called Jansenist Church of Holland”) or secon- 
dary sources and/or unreliable sources (especially con- 
cerning the spread of the Old Catholic movement in 
the twentieth century) that one wonders whether it 
was worth all the hard work that undoubtedly went 
into the writing and compiling of this book. 

Actually the story of Old Catholicism is one of the 
most pathetic in the history of Christianity. It is the 
story of a small group of staunch Dutch Roman Catholics 
in the seventeenth century who refused to submit to 
certain demands of Rome and while claiming to be 
loyal sons of the Holy Sce and the Roman Church 
(declaring at one of their early synods that the ‘Greek

Church” was certainly schsimatic and in no sense a 
part of the true Catholic Church) remained in truth 
‘Catholic and Roman” (though rejecting the papal 
definition of the Immaculate Conception in 1854) until 
1870 when German and Swiss Roman Catholics who 
could not ‘swallow’ papal infallibility as defined at 
the Vatican Council, joined forces with the Dutch 
Church to form one ecclesiastical body. The blending 
of the two groups of dissident Roman Catholics did 
not entirely make for peace and harmony and the Dec- 
laration of Utrecht in 1889 represents a definite liberal- 
izing of and departure from the previous dogmatic 
stand of this Church. The history of the Old Catholic 
Church since then has been a history of gradual pro- 
testantization to the extent that in addition to recogniz- 
ing Anglican orders by the early 1930's the Old Catholics 
found it possible to recognize the catholicity of the 
Church of England and the episcopalian Churches in 
communion with it. And while the doctrinal position 
of the Old Catholic Churches has become more and 
more muddled (witness the only recognized Old Cath- 
olic body in the United States, the Polish National Cath- 
olic Church, which authoritatively states that there are 
eight Sacraments——including the Hearing or Preaching 
of the Word of God—and that Faith is not necessary 
for salvation), numerically the Old Catholics have be- 
come less and less significant. 
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The moral of all this should be only too clear. There 
can be no such thing as a “non-papal Roman Catholic- 
ism” any more than there can be a “non-Patriarchal 
Orthodox Catholicism”. Please do not misunderstand 
us. We believe that the Church of Utrecht and later 
the dissidents of 1870 did exactly the right thing by 
leaving the Papal Church but where they went wrong 
(as did the Reformers of the sixteenth century before 
them) was that instead of returning to the Mother of 
Churches, the True Church of Christ, Orthodoxy, which 
has preserved intact the ‘Faith once delivered to the 
Saints”, they persisted in forming schismatic bodies. 
As one Orthodox theologian put it: ‘Either Rome or 
Orthodoxy is right.” Either the Roman Church with its 
discipline, its numbers, and its authority is the true 
Church of Christ or the Holy Orthodox Church with 
Her discipline, numbers, and authority (but with what 
a difference qualitatively and quantitatively) is the true 
Catholic Church guided by the Holy Spirit. Yet there 
are those who are willing to accept the Faith of the 
so-called Undivided Church before 1054 but who are 
unable or unwilling to accept the discipline of that 
Church which is an important feature of the Ecumenical 
Councils. An essential feature of Catholicism either 
in its pure Orthodox form or in the Roman perverted 
form is discipline. 


Orthodoxy, because of her contact with the schismatic 
and heretical Roman Church has tended to stress the 
freedom to be found in the Orthodox Church and we 
do indeed all glory in this freedom but it is a freedom 
with discipline: we have our hierarchy, our synods, our 
councils, the teaching authority of the Church. The 
Church is certainly free but free only to teach the 
truth and not free to teach error. We are free to act 
in the light of this truth and not otherwise. And 
certainly here in the United States it is not a question 
of too much discipline but rather quite the reverse. How 
is it that the present situation in the “Russian Church” 
in America exists when two.church groups refuse to 
recognize their lawful patriarch? Every Roman Catholic 
of ten years of age knows that in order to be a Roman 
Catholic one must be under the Pope of Rome but it 
would seem that many adults who claim to profess the 
Orthodox Catholic Faith are not aware of the fact that 
in order to be Orthodox one must be under a Patriarch 
or a member of an autocephalous Church recognized 
as such by all the Orthodox Patriarchs? We Orthodox 
Catholics have some house-cleaning of our own to do 
before we become too critical of others. 


The thesis elaborated above (and which was accepted 
by an Old Catholic body in France which has united 
with Orthodoxy and now constitutes a Western Rite 
jurisdiction in Orthodoxy under the Patriarch of Moscow 
and while only in the Church twelve years having been 
received in 1937 they are beginning to show a faith 
and stability which augurs well for the future of 
Western Orthodoxy) needless to say is not the one 
propounded by Anglican Dr. C. B. Moss. Dr. Moss 
states that “union of the two Churches (Orthodox and 
Old Catholic) is out of the question for some time 
to come” and that actually the Old Catholic movement 
has more in. common with the Anglican Communion. 


This is debatable and we do not intend to entangle 
ourselves in a discussion of the matter, we merely con- 
tent ourselves with saying that Old Catholics can and 
have become loyal sons of the Orthodox Church and 
that we will continue to pray and hope that more and 
more Old Catholics following the example of their 
bretheren in France and elsewhere will return to the 
Church of their fathers. Holy Orthodoxy counts in 
her Kalendar of Saints, St. Peter, St. Gregory the 
Great, and St. Benedict, just as surely as she does 
St. Paul, St. John Chrysostom, and St. Basil the Great. 


There is much of a technical nature that could be 
criticized about this book but it is not possible to deal 
with them in detail here. There are just two points 
the author makes—minor ones perhaps but nonetheless 
interesting—which we would like to bring up here. 
One point that the author makes is very important 
and worth repeating. Dr. Moss goes into some detail 
as regards the whole affair of the Old Catholic move- 
ment in England and its founder Archbishop Arnold 
Harris Matthew. On page 306, Dr. Moss reports that 
Matthew ‘‘claimed that Archbishop Gerasimos Massara 
of Beyrout has received him into the Orthodox Patri- 
archate of Antioch (the Archbishop had no power to do 
this without the consent of the Patriarch of Antioch 
and his Synod, which was certainly never given)”. This, 
of course, is very true and we wish to emphasize the 
point for the North American Old Roman Catholic 
Church headed by Archbishop Carmel Henry Carfora 
(a former Roman Catholic Franciscan priest) and his 
Co-adjutor Bishop Francis M. Donahue (formerly an 
Orthodox hieromonk but deposed by his ecclesiastical 
superior for marrying) as of late has been emphasizing 
this alleged intercommunion of the N.A.O.R.C. with 
the Orthodox Church on the basis of the action of Syrian 
Archbishop and also because it was received also by the 
Patriarch of Alexandria the following year. We have 
no doubt that pleasantries may have been exchanged 
between Matthew and these two hierarchs but that is all 
there was to it. It can be authoritatively stated that 
there is no connection, official or unofficial, between 
the Orthodox Church and the ecclesiastical organization 
headed by Carmel Henry Carfora. 


In several places Dr. Moss is quite inconsistent but 
we will point out only one that may be of interest to 
our readers. It is a very important issue that fortunately 
the Moscow Conference of last year helped to clarify. 
It concerns the recognition of the validity of non-Ortho- 
dox orders by the Orthodox Church. On page 309 of 
his book, Dr. Moss writes: “The Orthodox Eastern 
Communion retains the old discipline of the Church up 
to the fourth century, according to which no one or- 
dained outside the Church can be received into the 
ministry without a fresh ordination; but this is justified 
by the doctrine of economy” while on page 348 we 
read: “there is no non-Roman -Church which rejects 
Anglican Orders”. The truth of the matter is of course 
that the Holy Orthodox Church does not recognize the 
validity of Anglican orders any more than the Roman 
Church does. 

In conclusion then we may say that Dr. Moss has 
presented us with a book containing an amazing wealth 
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of information: historical data, theological material, 
(and it must be admitted, much personal opinion). 
The whole question of Papal claims is discussed with 
a clarity and simplicity that in itself should make the 
book of interest to Orthodox Catholics. Judged as an 
entertaining and informative commentary on some as- 
pects of the Old Catholic movement, the book is a suc- 
cess; judged as an objective, impartial and thorough 


piece of historical scholarly research, the book seems to 
be a failure. Despite this rather severe criticism of Dr. 
Moss’ book, the reviewer is well aware that it will take 
its place as one of the basic books on the history of Old 
Catholicism, primarily because there is little or nothing 
else available.

Tentative Articles of Incorporation 


FOR THE PARISHES OF THE PATRIARCHAL EXARCHATE IN AMERICA 


Arti le I 


NAME: The name of this corporation is: (follows 
the name of the Parish). 


Article II 
PURPOSES: The purposes to which this corpora- 
tion is formed are: 
(a) To create a religious organization, namely, a 


hurch, in the name of Christ, the Savior; to provide 


a church edifice where persons who adhere to the 
religious beliefs of the Russian Orthodox Catholic 
Faith may come together to worship, to perform rites, 
and to hold services; to encourage and aid the disciples 
and followers of such faith in the attainment of spiri- 
tual growth and understanding; to foster and per- 
petuate religious life and moral conduct on the part 


of the members of the church; to engage the services 
of the clergy and teachers of the faith; to help parents 
bring up their children in the reverent spirit of the 
teachings of Christ; and to promote the welfare of 
the church and advance the interests of the faith. 


(b) To make provision for parishioners who have 
suffered misfortune and are in need of distress; to 
participate in activities of a charitable nature; and to 
take care of and control the financial affairs of the 
church organization 


(c) To exercise all and every of the powers pre 
scribed or authorized by law to be possessed by a cor- 
poration formed, organized and operated for the 
purpose and according to the pattern set forth in these 
articles for the incorporation of this Parish. 
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Article III 


NONPROFIT CORPORATION. This corporation 
is a nonprofit corporation; that is to say, it does not 
contemplate pecuniary gain or profit to the members 
thereof or any of them. 


Article IV 


OFFICE. The principal office for the transaction 
of the business of this corporation shall be located in 
the City and County of San Francisco, State of Cali- 
fornia. 


Article V 


CHURCH COUNCIL. The executive powers of 
this corporation shall be vested in a church council of 
seven members, who shall be bona fide residents of the 
State of California and be chosen by the members of 
this corporation from the membership thereof. The 
church council shall constitute the directors of this 
corporation and shall have the powers and duties per- 
taining to directors of a nonprofit corporation. The 
members of this corporation, in general assembly, shall 
have the power to determine questions of policy and 
their determination thereon shall govern the church 
council. 

The names and addresses of the persons who are 
hereby appointed to act as the first members of the 
church council are (follow the names of the council- 
men): 


Article VI 
MEMBERSHIP. Membership in the church organi- 


zation created by these articles constitutes membership 
in this corporation. Persons who adhere to the religious 
beliefs of the Russian Orthodox Catholic Faith and 
who are bona fide residents of the United States of 
America are eligible to membership in this corporation. 
Right of membership in this corporation shall not be 
transferable, but all membership rights therein shall 
terminate and cease upon the death of a member or 
other expiration of membership. 

The manner of election to membership in this cor- 
poration, the authorized number and qualifications of 


members and the conditions of membership other than 
as stated in these articles, the different classes of mem- 
bership, the property, voting and other rights and 
privileges of each class of membership, and the liabili- 
ty of each class of membership to dues and assessments 
and the method of collection thereof shall be set forth 
in the by-laws of this corporation. 


Article VII 
OFFICERS. The administrative officers of this cor- 


poration are: president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, church warden, and such other officers as 
may be prescribed from time to time by the by-laws. 
They shall be selected by the Church council from its 
members. Their duties and tenure of office shall be 
prescribed by the by-laws. 


Article VIII 


EXISTING ASSOCIATION. The Saint Nicholas 
Russian Orthodox Catholic Church under the Moscow 
Patriarchate, an existing unincorporated association, 
is incorporated by these articles of incorporation into 
this corporation with the same name as such associa- 
tion. All assets and liabilities of such association are 
taken over and assumed by this corporation. 


Article IX 


BY-LAWS. This corporation shall adopt and pos- 
sess a code of by-laws, consistent with these articles, 
for the government of this corporation and its officers, 
which shall be binding upon all members of this cor: 
poration and shall be open to their inspection at all 
times. Such by-laws shall be kept in the principal of- 
fice of this corporation, in the custody of the church 
council. 

In witness whereof, for the purpose of forming this 
corporation, to-wit, Saint Nicholas Russian Orthodoa 
Church under the Moscow Patriarchate, under the laws 
of the State of California, we, the undersigned, con- 
stituting the incorporators of this incorporation, have 
executed these Articles of Incorporation this 3rd day 
of October, in the year of our Lord, Nineteen Hundred 
and Forty-nine.
